Valley Chambers 
Meet for Banquet 


at Baldwin Park 


Despite the copious and welcome 


rains, the monthly meeting of the 
associated chambers of eommcrcte 
of the San Gabriel valley, held at 
the Woman's clubhouse, Baldwin 
Park, on Tuesday of this week, at- 
tracted an attendance of over 250 
from the twenty-one towns and com- 
munities comprising the association 
within the San Gabriel valley. 


The program was one of consider- 


able interest and variety, including 
Burton L. Smith, state editor of the 
Los Angeles Times, Col. Ben M. 
Madclox of Visalia, and Judge Thos. 
P. White of Los Angeles. 


Col. Maddox, who is a veteran 


newspaper man, banker and devel- 
oper of the 
San Joaquin 
valley, 


dealt with the history of that great 
valley, which extends 400 miles 
north and south and 75 miles wide 
through the center of California. 
Mr. Maddox, who is a native of 
Georgia, moved to the San Joaquin 
valley in 1871 and until 1922 was 
editor of the Daily Times of Vi- 
salia. He is known throughout the 
state as the father of development 
of the San Joaquin. He described 
in detail the struggles of the early 
settlers in that great valley where 
in the 'early seventies roamed vast 
herds of elk and deer. He spoke of 
the passing of the great herds of 
cattle and the subdivision of the 
farms and later development of the 
immense oil fields and other natural 
resources, including hydro-electric 
power 'which today supplies the en- 
ergy for the great newspapers of 
Los Angeles county. The speaker 
made an earnest appeal for the co- 
operation of the people of Los An- 
geles towards federal and state aid 
in the conservation of the great wa- 
ter resources of Central and North- 
ern California, which, he states, is 
necessary for the development of the 
agricultural land to supply the ever 
increasing demand for food products 
in the largely populated centers of 
Los Angeles, San Francisco and the 
bay districts. 


The title of the address by Judge 


Thomas White was, "What Price 
Profit?" It was an earnest appeal 
for the sanctity and respect of the 
American home, church and school.

If America is going to open negotiations with Mexico, 


we suggest that it lie not for a modification of the old canal 
ayre.-MM-nt, but for the transfer to American sovereignty 
of t h a t portion df Lov.'er California and Sonora, lying be- 
tween ihe present international boundary and the head of 
the Gulf of California, a tract of about ten thousand square 
miles that was meant to be a part of the area that came 
to This country in the Gadsden purchase in 185:J. but was 
omitted by a clerical blunder. 
This is a good opportunity 


In making the rounds of the various governmental 


buildings while in Washington last June we were aston- 
ished at the number of time-killing employees in the var- 
ious departments; men and women standing, sitting, idly 
visiting and gossiping—instead of Avorking—stealing in- 
stead of making time for their employer. 
But it seems 


that we are not the only one to notice the economic waste 
in governmental affairs entailed through the employment 
of superfluous employees. Congressman Martin L. Davey. 
a democrat from Ohio, has been watching and studying the 
situation and, come.^ forth witfr thq stal£iuaentv that TJijcle 


a hundred and fifty thousand oi^lb of superfluous 


employees and that if these and several unnecessary bu- 
reaus were eliminated and other possible savings effected, 
it would mean a total saving of fully five hundred million 
dollars per year to the taxpayers. 


Congressman Davey's idea is to clothe the president 


with autocratic powers for a period of two years; provide 
an advisory board of ten members at $10.000 each per an- 
num, 
to make a complete survey of governmental affairs 


and to act in advisory capacity to president, who is author- 
ized by the act to create a central purchasing bureau that 
shall have exclusive power to make purchases for all gov- 
ernment departments, bureaus, divisions and commissions. 


The president is also "authorized and empowered by 


the bill to remove any or all appointive employees and offi- 
cials of the United States by him deemed unnecessary or 
useless in the conduct of the government's business, except 
members of the cabinet, judicial officers, and those regular 
ly elected," whether under civil service or not. 


Rather despotic power for America, the birthplace of 


democracy, to place in the hnads of its president—and yet 
if the needed reform is to be made it does seem that some 
such autocratic method as Congressman Davey's bill sug- 
gests—will have to be adopted. 


"Economy in government will come when the tax- 


payer becomes sufficiently interested in his own business 
to insist on a house-cleaning and the elimination of public 
leeches whose highest ambition is to get their snout in the 
public crib and their hands into Uncle Sam's pockets. 


"There is one important phase emphasized by Mr. Davey 


in this bill that deserves emphasis. 
While there are a hun- 


dred or a hundred and fifty thousand unnecessary and 
useless employees, there are several hundred thousand 
faithful, meritorious ones, many of whom are decidedly 
underpaid. 
"When a person enters the employ of the gov- 


ernment of the United States, he leaves all hope behind. 
There is little or no chance for advancement on merit and 
almost no chance to receive salary increases that have been 
earned by honest, efficient service. 
There is no incentive, 


no hope,'with a result that many naturally good workers 
are made to feel, "Oh, what is the use?" The fact that 
there are a hundred thousand or more unnecessary and 
useless employees is a millstone around the necks of the 
efficient and meritorious ones. This bill authorizes the 
president to use K) per cent of the annual saving under 
its provisions to increase the salaries of those remaining 
employees who are efficient and underpaid, a considera- 
ton for them that is generally and long overdue."—La 
Puente Journal.

'em betterment amounted to $21,- 
'23,340. Compared with this expen- 
diture the budget for 1926 of $32,- 
558,000 makes a total expenditure 
for the two years of 54,281,340. In 
addition to these expenditures for 
new construction, the gross receipts 
of the Edison company for 1925 
amounted to $24,500,000 and the es- 
timated gross revenue for 1926 to 
$27,000,000, making a total gross 
revenue of $51,500.000. All but a 
small reserve for surplus is paid out 
annually for wages, supplies, inter- 
est and dividends. 


MONEY PAID FOR LABOR 
The company's payroll for the 


year 1925 and 1926 will total approx- 
imately $32,000,000. 


During 1925 the company bought 


food supplies within its own terri-

"BACK TO THE LAND" 


From the text of Mr. Ballard's 


industrial survey, the following ex- 
cerpts arc illuminating: 


In the ten counties in which the 


Southern California Edison company 
operates there was in 1920 a popu- 
lation of 1,456,033. At the close of 
1925 
there is a population of 2,627,- 


000, an increase of over 80 per cent 
in five years. These 1925 figures are 
based on school enrollments cross- 
checked by new meter connections 
made by the company. As over 98 
per cent of all the families in Edison 
served territory use electricity, the 
electric meter is now regarded as the 
best standard for computing popula- 
tion growth. 


In this territory 
in 1920 there 


were 47,000 farms, and in 1926, 54,- 
000, an increase of 15 per cent in 
the number of farms. The average 
size of these farms in 1920 was 169 
acres, and in 1925 this is reduced 
to 148 acres, which seems to indicate 
;hat electric irrigation has tended to 
reduce the size of the farm and 
jring into more intensive cultiva- 
ion the farm lands of Southern and 
Central California. 


The number of farms using elec- 


;ricity for irrigation in 1920 was 
6,327. In 1925 it is 14,237, an in- 
crease of 125 per cent, which shows 
:he efficiency of the electric motor 
;n reclaiming the semi-arid lands of 
this region. In 1920 only 13 per cent 
of the total farms used electric mo- 
tors for irrigation. In 1925, 26 per 
cent irrigate their crops by electri- 
city. 


The value of agricultural products 


in the ten counties in .the year 1920 
was $266,000,000. In 1925 it is $341- 
000,000, an increase of 20 per cent. 


The value of manufactured pro- 


ducts in the ten counties in the yeai 
1920 was $1,008,000,000, and in 1925 
it is $1,539,000,000,000, an increase 
of over 50 per cent. 


CURING OF WALNUTS 


ON INSTITUTE PROGRAM 


In a recent statement before wal- 


nut growers of the Los Angeles 
county farm bureau, Carlylo Thorpe, 
general manager of the California 
Walnut Growers' association, stated 
that better harvesting methods, in- 
cluding curing, and a tightening of 
grade standards, were two of the 
most important matters facing the 
industry. Failure to harvest nuts 
properly has resulted in moldy nuts 
and off-color kernels. Slow drying 
has aggravated this condition, and 
because conclusive tests have shown 
a practical solution to the problem, 
Thorpe urges the growers to observe 
the rules of up-to-date harvesting 
in order that better California nuts 
may be produced. In the associa- 
tion, grade requirements were re- 
cently raised b" the directors, which 
will react favorably in the trade 
during coming seasons. 


At the eighth annual walnut in- 


stitute to be held at Santa Paula 
high school, Ventura county, Febru- 
ary 20, improved harvesting and 
walnut dehydration will be discuss- 
ed by A. W. Cnristie of the college 
of agriculture, who for two years 
past has been temporarily employed 
during (shipping season by the wal- 
nut growers' association as assist- 
ant chief inspector. A. J. McFadden 
of Tustin will lecture on the raising 
of 
grade -.standards of California
